“She's the Most Distressful Ceuntry
thnt Ever You have Been.”

Peter Leary, who
came over from Canada o investigate the
truth of the reported deslitulion among his
countrymen at home, has made a tour of in-
spection of several Irish counties, makin
careful observation of the real condition o
things. He reports to the chancellor of the
exchequner that a famine 18 imminent, unless
the government take immediate measures for
the relief of the people. The chaneallor cool-
ly replies that the whole snbject will be sub-
mitted to the lord lisutenant of Ireland for
investigation and report.

A Quiet but Impressive Interment.
New York, November 4 —The prelimin-
ary services prior to the removal of the re-
mains of Major General Joseph Hooker from
Garden City this morning were very solemn,
and, aitbough uspaltended with the great
military parade which will characterize the
funeral to-morrow, attracted u large namber
of parsons, not only from the immediate
vicinity, but from Hempstead and the ount-
lying willages. After the serviees, the coffin
wus borne from the room and out of the hotel
on the shounlders of eight men, the remainder
of the command actiog as an escort and
marching with their guns reversed. The
procession moved slowly down Broad avenus
to the depot, followed by a long line of
frienda. A special train was in waiting, and
the remains arrived here at one o'clock and
were taken to the city hall and placed in
state in the governor’s room. The weather
